Then it will be quite 
impossible to hear Radio Tirana on 6170 in my area. 


At least here in the UK we have the 7 MHz frequencies from Radio 
Tirana, which are very strongly heard and clear of interference.

Unfortunately, on 7465 kHz there was a loud hum. 


This may be a problem with Shijak Transmitter number 1. The other two 
frequencies 7530 and 6170 kHz broadcast from Transmitter number 2 did 
not have the hum. Please ask the engineers to investigate and try to 
solve this problem. The hum has been heard on 7465 every time I 
listen for the past few weeks and is very annoying. 


Otherwise, I enjoyed last night's programmes very much. It was 
interesting to hear about the activities of the partisans in Albania 
during the Second World War and to hear their songs. My very best

I know I've said this on other lists, too, but I'll say it again: The 
FCC database is NOT a reliable source - and is not meant to be a 
reliable source - for reporting what's actually on the air in Canada 
or anywhere else outside the US. 


The presence of foreign listings in the database is for one purpose 
only: to allow US broadcasters to prepare their applications to take 
into account required international protections. It doesn't matter to 
the FCC whether Collingwood is actually operating on 1610 (it's not), 
or whether Montreal has calls assigned (it does, and is operating), 
just that any US station that wants to operate on 1610 has to protect 
those facilities, since they've been internationally reported to the 
US by Canada as existing. 


In reality, there are two 1610s on the air in Canada: Montreal and 
Toronto. They're both low-power (1 kW) signals that don't go very far. 
CFOS was and is on 560 in Owen Sound. It applied for a relay 
transmitter on 1610 in Collingwood, about 80 km east of Owen Sound, 
but that application wasn't granted. (Nevertheless, it was reported

Stronger to 
the SE on the K9AY (Chris VE6RDC Dorn, 0323 UT Nov 29, ibid.) 


UNID tone on 590: Also heard strong tone here on/around 590 last 
night, but nothing there tonight (11/29 0000 UT and onward). However, 
same thing now heard 0100 and still on 0250 on/around 1610, very 
strong here. Same thing? BTW, it's now 0335, and tone is still 
blasting in on/around 1610. Related to following? 


UNID 1670: 11/28 around 1200 and also 1930 past 2025 but gone by 2045 
re-check, heard music loop, didn't time it but seemed repeated every 
10 or 15 minutes.

Now S-9 at times and the loop says its due East of me (Bill Block, 
Prescott Valley, AZ, Drake R8, Quantum QX Loop, 0333 UT Nov 29, ibid.) 


I have a weak station under the tone, fading in and out, but no way to 
ID them --- the tone is too strong. It's absolutely pegging the S- 
meter on my FRG-7 (John Cereghin, Smyrna DE, 0338 UT, ibid.) 


This thing is in well over half a country. Is CJWI due to upgrade? 
I'll try a DF in a bit 73 KAZ (Neil Kazaross, IL, 0338 UT, ibid.) 


Fx&%ing loud here in central NJ, about S30. Bearing about 285/105 
here, just a hair north of due west or a hair south of due east. 
Totally kills the channel here, not that I hear much under two nearby 
TIS's anyway (Dave Hochfelder, Highland Park, NJ, Drake R8B, Quantum 
Phaser, Kiwa Loop, Quantum QX Pro Loop, copper pipe loop, and CB whip, 
0347 UT, ibid.) 


I believe I'm still hearing this underneath the Kansas Turnpike TIS 
at 0350 UT (?). Seems to trend east-west from my location with an

I am getting one off the Eastern beverage too (Patrick Martin, 
Seaside OR, 0400 UT Nov 29, IRCA via DXLD) 


DF is approx 104 degrees from Barrington (35 mi NW of Chi) IL. I know 
it is east of me for sure due to nulling it on phased BOG system. I 
took the DF inside with a good nulling Sony portable and a protractor. 
I can hear Toronto's Spanish in its null on the portable. 73 KAZ (Neil 
Kazaross, 0402 UT Nov 29, IRCA via DXLD) 


It's $9+20 right now in New Brunswick at 0402 UT Nov 29 (Wade Smith,

wires, 0439 UT Nov 29, IRCA via DXLD) 


CJWI is audible here, presumed to be them anyway with French talk 
mention of Montreal and music) Their signal is up and down now, but 
the tone is pretty constant. Also sounds like some Spanish music 
underneath at times (Wade Smith, New Brunswick, 0441 UT Nov 29, dxldyg 
via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


From all the DF reports I believe it is just east of me, perhaps over 
in North Carolina or maybe just east of Atlanta. The signal is VERY, 
VERY strong here.

Hi, Glenn, No sign of test tone on AM-590 Tuesday evening. Started 
scanning dial at a little past midnight on Tuesday night/Wednesday 
morning (0500 GMT,) and what do I come across on 1610, but another 


test tone! STRONG signal, seems toward SE. Seems very similar to our 
mystery tone from November of 2005. 


And as for the tone heard on 590 Monday night, I was going to go out 
on a limb and ask if WLVA-590 Lynchburg might have been testing, as 
they're listed as silent on Freshwater's list --- but after coming 
across this tone on 1610 today, I'm now beginning to wonder if that 
might have been related to this. Hopefully someone can shed some light 
on this.

By my Atomic Clock on the DX Table, it's now 0103 EST (0603 GMT) 
and no IDs, nothing said on this station yet. de (Eric Berger,

Audible here even under the splatter from local KCKK on 1600. Seems to 
loop due east. 


LBA does have a current license on 1610 (also 530 and 1040) under the 
call WC2XKX. It is licensed to a 15 mile radius of Pactolus NC. But it 
is only licensed for 400 watts and expires on 12/1/06 unless it was 
recently renewed. 


Highway Information Services also has a license on 1610 and several 
other frequencies. The license is based in Durham NC but can be used 
anywhere nationwide. It has a 10 watt limit. This is probably a 
demonstrator for a mobile TIS/HAR system. The call is WD2XFY and it 
expires 12/1/08. 


As widely as this is being heard it must be way more than 400 watts. 
Drake R-8 and Kiwa loop (Patrick Griffith, Westminster CO, Nov 29, NRC 
AM via DXLD) 


At 0040 EST WED (11/29) morning, TT extremely strong in at my QTH in 
SW PA. Around 0050 (I was checking intermittently), TT gone but strong 
classical music, with Montreal in French underneath. Was classical the 


Toronto Spanish? Seemed awfully strong for Toronto. // At 0800 EST WED 
morning at my QTH, TT still fairly strong, DF roughly S of E, or 
toward DC. // On my 30-mile drive to work, listened to TT QSB in/out, 
fairly weak. // 0900 at work in Morgantown, WV, using Sony 7600 GR, I 
"think" signal now is all groundwave, weak and pretty steady, DF 
almost due S! (toward western VA). // Larry in WV, are you reading 
these reports? Can you DF for us? Thanks. // Has anyone taken a US map 
& plotted all the DF reports yet, to narrow the location? Can't do so 
at work. Thanks (Freditor, IRCA via DXLD) 


The tone is strong here in Maryland and has been overwhelming my local 
TIS about 1500 feet from here. It is hard to get a good bead on it, 
but it seems to be between 160 and 220 degrees from here (mostly 
south). 11/29 0600 EST (Bill Harms, MD, AMFMTVDX via DXLD) 


As of 6:40 CST this morning this tone is still on but fading due to 
daylight. Hopefully some DXers are able to pick this up as ground wave 
this morning and then we can have a better idea where it is coming 
from. I'll check when I leave for work about 7:10. Once again it DF's 
about 105 degrees from here or somewhat south of east. Most definitely 
not southeast. The DF is slightly more towards the ESE than E. I think 
this agree with the bearing you took which is in between Cincy and 
Cleveland from Shorewood.

UNID - 1610 - Test tone still in with strong S9 signal at times with 
NE bearing at 0920 EST, but now with some fading (Fred Nordquist, 


Moncks Corner, SC, 33.21756N, 79.95798W, Nov 29, amfmtvdx via DXLD) 


I still have it at 0716 MST. Still at about 075 degrees. I still guess 
NC/VA ox somewhere in that area and they have to be putting out some 
kind of power to be heard as far as they have (Kevin Redding, AZ, Nov 
29, ABDX via DXLD) 


A solid S5-7 on the NRD 545 since sunup. Seems to be coming from my 
NNW. Occasionally Bert's Oconee county TIS is audible underneath it. 
Time is 0940. 73's (John Hunter, Rossville GA, IRCA via DXLD) 


Nothing here as I type this at 1053 EST in Detroit either. I listened 
from about the time they cut the Classical music and put the tone back 
on at about 0049 EST until 0303 EST. No IDs nor anything else said 
during the two hours I sat parked on 1610. 


I seem to remember last year when that station was sending that test 
tone out, I did a little browsing through the FCC Database and had 
come across one from South Solon, OH. This morning I looked, and 
there were a few Experimental stations (With the call sign WC2XKX) 
listed through North Carolina. 


The four hundred watt one was shown to have expired back in 1998. All 
the other listings were shown to be ten watts. Based on what everyone 
else is saying, I can't see this running ten watts. It sounded more 
like ten KILOwatts, or more. Would love to know what was going on here 
(Eric Berger, MI, ABDX) 


Still in at 10 AM EST. Not the well-defined fat (4 KHz wide) 30 dB 
signal that it was at dawn, but still pushing 20 dB on my scope. And 
only a couple of hours before noon! (Chris Black, IRCA via DXLD) 


To add a little more detail to my original post... 


I've been monitoring the signal with test tone since first reported 

by David Crawford on the DX Florida list about 2300Z, 11/28. At 0500Z, 
11/29, and for the last hour or so I've seen a steady S9+10 and over, 
on the R30cc with Quantum Loop, with occasional slow fades down to S9. 


At 0042Z the signal stopped for a couple seconds and again a few 
seconds later, both times returning with the same tone. Otherwise 
I've not noticed it vary aside from slight fading. That fading brings 
up the level of the higher 1 kHz components and the 30 Hz sidetones 
associated with them. 


Spectran reports the primary tone peak at 1001.1 Hz, secondary at 
1999.7 Hz. Occasionally they flip status briefly, but most of the time 
1 kHz is strongest. You can see an example here, where 2 kHz is 


strongest: http://scooterhound.com/WWWR/radio/1610Mystery0002. jpg 
This does show what I tried to describe regarding sidetones. 
Continues on at 0045Z 11/29 (W. Curt Deegan, Boca RatUn, (southeast) 
Florida [Palstar R30cc; Quantum QX Loop], IRCA via DXLD) 


The tone could still be heard at 1400Z (9 am EST) here in SE FL, a 
couple S-units above the noise, but heard only briefly. Spectran 
showed the 1 kHz audio trace for another 15 minutes but by 1415Z the 
audio signal was gone, replaced by a barely audible nearby MIS. 


Carriers however are a different story. The same ones seen last night 
are still detectable with Spectran: 

1609.89 very weak, UNID 

1609.97 2nd strongest, UNID 

1610.00 strongest, likely WPZK221 Fort Lauderdale FL MIS 

1610.03 vying for weakest, the suspected test signal which is 
considerably reduced now that we are well into the day, but definitely 
still there. Someone close to the source should be hearing the signal, 
still there as it passes 1500Z (W. Curt Deegan, Boca RatUn, 
(southeast) Florida, Nov 29, IRCA via DXLD) 


Curt, the 1609 lower sideband, 1610 carrier and 1611 upper sideband 
can appear to fade somewhat independently, just because of the way the 
ionosphere can behave. I experienced this myself when listening to 
1610 with the DX390, in CW mode, as I posted a couple of days ago. 
Another manifestation of this is the "selective fading" sometimes 
heard with AM detection when the carrier fades but the sidebands do 
not, resulting in distortion that sounds like a single-sideband 
Signal. A spectrum analyzer is the best reasonable tool to demonstrate 
this. Possibly the modulator stage at the xmtr being overdriven by the 
audio input, creating a spectrum of tones, which is being modulated 
faithfully onto the RF carrier. That's a possibility, not an absolute 
answer (Bob Foxworth, Tampa FL, Nov 30 1052 EST, IRCA via DXLD) 


At 10:30a EST, I'm hearing it here in Central Virginia. I'm located in 
Nelson County, halfway between Charlottesville and Lynchburg Virginia. 
The null bearing is on a heading of 110/290 degrees with some slight 
fading (Xen Scott, Nov 29, NRC-AM via DXLD) 


The 1 kHz tone is still here and strong on 1610 at 1545 EST 11/29. It 
is so bad that I could hear it when driving with in 500 feet of my 
local TIS WPEI340. I am not sure if this is a local signal or from 
skip, because the D Layer is a little thin for signals in the upper 
end of the band today. 


Although I can not say for sure, I wonder if this is possibly coming 
from the Frederick, MD transmitter that iBiquity was using to test 
IBOC. I have not heard the station on 1670 in the past few months when 


I tried. That doesn't mean they have not been on 1670, I just have not 
heard them (Bill Harms, Elkridge MD, Nov 29, amfmtvdx via DXLD) 


Did anyone read my post about getting a very strong carrier on 1611 at 
approx 0630 UT last night? If so did anyone else experience this? I 
got a loud het on 1610 from 1611 at that time which I was able to 
phase away pretty much. I am getting a very weak tone on 1610 this 
morning at 10:39 ET but not even sure if it is noise or the signal 
(het?) you guys are talking about (Bob Young, Millbury, MA, R-390A SP- 
600, etc. 2 400' LW's, Misek Phaser, 1542 UT Nov 29, IRCA via DXLD) 


Here in Southeastern Pa. near the Delaware River and 15 miles south of 
Philly and 15 miles north of Wilmington the 1610 tone is strong atop 
the TIS stations at 1230 midday. No fading (Ben Dangerfield, 
Wallingford, PA, 1745 UT Nov 29, NRC-AM via DXLD) 


Once again Chris' antenna shows its superiority over mine. At 1230 EST 
the tone is quite weak here - battling the Steamship Authority TIS in 
Falmouth. I agree with Doug Smith's theory - it's probably a truck- 
mounted military transmitter "warming up" before it is shipped 
overseas. The last one, KTRK-1670, was located at Fort Meade, MD. 

This one is probably close to DC in MD or VA also (Marc DeLorenzo, 
Cape Cod, 1749 Nov 29, NRC-AM via DXLD) 


The tone transmission on 1610 can be heard at 1300 Eastern, 1800 GMT 
here, northeast of Atlanta. Deep fades as if it is a fall daytime 
skywave signal. Other top of band signals noted around 1:00 PM local 
include 1530 Cincinnati (huge signal, also noted in the car yesterday 
at 1:00 PM), 1650 Portsmouth (Disney) and 1680 Winter Garden 
(Spanish). (Brock WH6SZ/4 Whaley, Lilburn, GA, Longwire, Palomar loop, 
tunable preamp, Sony 2010. NRC-AM, Nov 29 via DXLD) 


No sign of it here in S E Michigan at 1:15 pm EST 73 (Joe Miller, Troy 
MI, Nov 29, NRC-AM via DXLD) Nor in Rochester NY at 137 pm... s (Scott 
Fybush, Nov 29, NRC-AM via DXLD) 


From here, northeast of Atlanta, the daytime signal I am receiving 
with the tone on 1610 nulls in the same direction as the null for 1650 
Portsmouth, VA and the null for 1660 Charlotte, NC. Not very 
scientific, and as I noted, fall skywave is in full swing at the top 
of the band, but using the Palomar loop and a homebrew tuner/longwire 
to get a cardioid pattern, the null is in that direction. The signal 
is also up and down on the trusty TRF, and nulls in the same irection.

I wonder if Chris Johnson guessed right. After plotting the reported 
bearings from all over the country the most likely location is the 
Appalachian area of TN/VA/NC. The reports don't all agree but most of 
them do. Kintronics has a Bristol, TN mailing address (Jerry Lenamon, 
Waco Texas, ABDX via DXLD) 


Hey all, I just phoned Kintronics and they said it was not them. They 
have done no on the air testing in the last 24 hours. Also, I agree 
with Adam Myrow. This has a slight DEj+ Vu feel to it. I remember a 
similar situation about 2 years ago that went unsolved. BTW, the tone 
was faintly audible here in northern S.C. until about 0930 EST. Now 
gone!! (Chris Johnson, K4CME, 1626 UT Nov 29, IRCA via DXLD) 


Glad to know it is not Kintronics since I have reasonable faith in my 
DF which was way too far north and east to be Kintronics. 73 KAZ 
Barrington IL, still thinking this was coming from somewhere near DC. 
(Neil Kazaross, ABDX via DXLD) 


Listened to 1610 last night and the UNID TT was over/under the Nevada 
TIS stations. Looking forward to this mystery being solved. Go get 
‘em, EC'ers. 73, (Bruce Bacon, Boise County, ID, Drake R8, 160M Full 
Wave Skyloop, IRCA via DXLD) 


Maybe this thing is in the Norfolk/Portsmouth area. Big Navy and USAF 
bases around here. (Nothing heard from it here in Tacoma). (Pete 
Taylor, Tacoma, WA, Nov 29, IRCA via DXLD) 


Has someone taken the approximate bearings that folks have posted and 
tried to do a rough triangulation? This might narrow things down a 
little. BTW, rough bearing from Memphis last night was about 80 
degrees (Jim Pogue, Memphis, TN, IRCA via DXLD) 


Test tone still being heard on both the car radio and 2010 at 1300 EST 
- now must be via ground wave signal at S-6 level, to the NNE (Fred

Last night I attempted to look at the 1610 tone thing, using CW mode 
and my very narrow 6 Hz bandwidth filter I use for ndb's. Using my 
calibrated high stability timebase R75, I had the S9-level 1610 
carrier on 1610.028 with a precise 1000 Hz standard AM modulation, 


with lsb on 1609.028 and usb on 1611.028 (Steve, NE Oregon, Ratzlaff, 
Nov 29, IRCA via DXLD) 


The 1610.03 kHz carrier of the test tone signal was again observed -- 
this time with Spectrum Lab which I'm trying to figure out beyond the 
defaults -- beginning at 2000Z, 11/29, almost as if on cue. 


No audible sign of the 1 kHz tone as yet, signal still too weak and 
local noise too strong, but the carrier is slowly picking up strength. 


One correction to my previous post. 1609.97 is strongest and the MIS, 
and 1610.00 is 2nd strongest and UNID (actually splits out into at 
least a couple close carriers, within a couple Hz of each other). Got 
those two reversed, all else remains as reported (W. Curt Deegan, 

Boca Raton, (southeast) Florida, [Ten-Tec RX-320D; LFE H-800; GAP DSP; 
JPS ANS-4] IRCA via DXLD) 


I heard them last night at midnight when they were drowning out the 
Rochester Hills TIS, which is 10 watts and 3.9 miles distance. Also 
heard again at 7:30 local sunrise as well as 8:45 on Detroit's 
Eastside. 73, (Joe Miller, EST Nov 29, NRCAM via DXLD) 


A DXer in Norway heard it last night (Bill Harms, Nov 29, NRC-AM via 
DXLD) 


I'm getting it here in Rossville GA (upper NW) on ground wave now. S3- 
5 copy on the NRD 545. I went out in the yard with the Kaito 1103 and 
it is coming from my NE. Earlier it seemed to be slightly N and W of 
here. Sure wish we knew who this was! Time here is 1220 ET 73's (John 
Hunter, Rossville GA, ABDX, Nov 29 via DXLD) 


Pow-Pow, LBA (Larry Behr Associates) is in Greenville, NC. It's not 
LBA. 73 de (Charlie Taylor, Nov 29, ABDX via DXLD) 


And how do you know this? Kintronics already said it wasn't them. I 
talked to Kent Winrich, and he says the military was to do some 
antenna testing and he wasn't aware of it being on 1610, but he'll 
check and let me know, and I'll tell what I hear. I told him they 
ought to play music (Powell E Way, SC, ibid.) 


This thing is being received daytime from Cape Cod to NW GA so it 
really has to be strong. Based on last night's signal, it could be 10- 
50 KW, IMHO. Anyhow, I have read that this could be a truck mounted 
transmitter testing before going overseas. You may recall K-TRK 1670 
located in Ft Meade MD. My bearing to this signal is 104 degrees 
average over many DF's. My bearing to Ft. Meade is 105.6 degrees and 
certainly I cannot do a DF better than several degrees accuracy so 
this makes sense. Can someone verify if this is Ft Meade? (Neil 


Kazaross, IL, ABDX via DXLD) 


Years ago I used to do some ute listening, and it seems to me that 
someone (Rick Baker?) logged a "mystery station" on 1610, that turned 
out to be the USACE in Buffalo, NY doing some kind of frequency 
measurements(?) Details lost due to old age, hi! (Art Blair, Folsom, 
CA, IRCA via DXLD) 


Can hear the tone here in Burlington quite well. Based upon the null 
with my loop, I would estimate its bearing to be around 120 (Dave 
Pyatt, Burlington, ON, NRD 545 + 40" box loop, N 43 18, W 079 48, 2123 
UT Nov 29, NRC-AM via DXLD) 


I can detect four carriers here in Finland now at 2320 UT on Spectrum 
Lab: 1610.030 strongest, no total fade-outs; the famous UNID? 1610.037 
a bit weaker, total fade-outs at times; is CHHA Toronto currently on 
this? 1610.000 and 1609.998 two extremely weak signals, can be 
anything 73, (Mauno Ritola, Nov 29, ABDX via DXLD) 


Okay, I'm ready to admit that my Montreal theory was half-baked. :-) 
The signal was still audible here in the car at 0900, but not at noon. 
It's back with a vengeance now (1630 EST), and stronger than the 
Montreal and Toronto stations. I did a comparison using my loop on 
WPTX-1690, and the bearing appears to be almost identical, which is to 
say slightly west of due south. This would support other observations 
that the transmitter is in the DC/MD/VA area, and the power is likely 
in the 10 kW region (Barry McLarnon, VE3IF, Ottawa, 2142 UT Nov 29, 
NRC-AM via DXLD) 


It's slamming into Rochester now that it's dark out. Bearing from here 
is also about 120-130 degrees. s (Scott Fybush, NY, 2203 UT Nov 29, 
NRCAM via DXLD) 


Heard at high noon here in SEPA but mostly weaker than the local TIS 
at Valley Forge N P. Heard again 1630+ in car mostly overpowering the 
TIS and subsequently an unID with slow-tempo male vocal group. Very 
steady tone however as my trip home moves directly away from the TIS, 
but the tone became stronger the farther I went from the TIS. This 
strongly suggests a modulated carrier on 1610 rather than hets. The 
tone was clearly on the same frequency as the music. In my mind this 
doesn't preclude the possibility that others may be hearing hets in 
other locations. Rough bearing is 180-200 degrees, which could include 
Ft. Meade, Frederick, Tidewater VA, DC, Ft. Belvoir etc. Too bad this 
wasn't happening a few days ago when I passed by Ft. Meade and DC 
proper and was on base at Belvoir. Haven't yet had a chance tonight to 
check on the Hammarlund or even the 2010, and may not as I have other 
commitments tonight (Russ Edmunds, Blue Bell, PA ( 360' ASL ) [15 mi 
NNW of Philadelphia], 2237 UT Nov 29 NRC-AM via DXLD) 


In Oak Ridge, Tennessee, the signal on 1610 is now (6 PM) quite clear. 
Looking at the RF (at IF) on a scope shows pretty full modulation. 
Kicking in a 3 kHz mechanical filter allows one sideband at a time to 
be lopped, yielding the "two-tone" pattern. That observation then 
concludes that this is a full-carrier doublesideband signal. Strength 
is similar to the 10 kW carriers on nearby frequencies but below the 
level of the 50 kW signal in the low 1500s. Some fading so it is not 
local to eastern TN (Jim Tonne, Oak Ridge, 2257 UT Nov 29, NRC-AM via 
DXLD) 


I uploaded a Spectran image of the three carriers. The center trace is 
1610.03 plus other carriers around 1610. The two on either side of 
this are the 1611.03 left and 1609.03 right carriers. Turns out the 
1800 Hz I mentioned below was the 1609.03 carrier, offset by my 800 Hz

I just gave a brief listen on the 2010 and came up with a very similar 
conclusion. The signal remains equally strong on 1609, 1610 and 1611, 
and the tone is audible on all 3 in the narrow mode. Seems to me like 
either what Jim notes above or a very broadband modulated signal. 
Given superior equipment, I'd defer to Jim's assessment (Russ Edmunds, 
Blue Bell, PA ( 360' ASL ) [15 mi NNW of Philadelphia] 2306 UT Nov 29 
NRC-AM via DXLD) 


I like the theory the feds are testing a propaganda machine before 
shipping & must be 10 K min to be heard so widely.

The tone on 1610 is quiet prevalent here in northern NJ as well. I'm 
hearing it on 1608, 1609 & 1610. There has been a similar occurrence 
around 590, and tonight the tone there is noted on 588, & 589 but 
there are no signs of it on 590, although I've heard it there during 
the past few nights. This was also reported on the BCB propagation 
site at: http://dxworld.com/bcblog.html (Gary Wilt, W2GIW, Wood Ridge,

The two "carriers" on either side of the main carrier at 1610 are 
exactly what you would expect from a transmitter broadcasting a single 
test tone. These aren't really separate carriers, but sidebands 
resulting from the test tone being modulated onto the carrier. 
Remember, when you amplitude modulate a continuous wave, you get 
sidebands whose frequencies are (carrier frequency + audio frequency) 
and (carrier frequency minus audio frequency). If the only audio you 
are modulating onto the 1610 kHz carrier is a 1 kHz tone, then the 
side bands will be continuous waves (kinda like carriers) at 1609 and 
1611 kHz. OK, I suppose that it's xpossiblex that someone is 
transmitting three separate carriers at 1609, 1610 and 1611, but it's 
much more likely that it's someone transmitting a 1 kHz test tone 
modulated onto 1610 kHz (Mike Westfall, NM, 0009 UT Nov 30, IRCA via 
DXLD) 


At 6:18 pm CST I'm hearing a steady tone on 1610 under my local 
turnpike TIS in Topeka, KS. Bearing seems to be directly east of me. 
It does not sound like a single 1 kHz tone, however; it is a bit 
"fuzzy", "buzzy", or perhaps "fluttery" - like the mixing products of 
two separate tones on 1609 and 1611. It even overrides the local TIS 
occasionally to become about equal in strength but fades out, 
consistent with a skywave signal from hundreds of miles away. When I 
turn on either the USB or LSB mode on the Kenwood R1000, I get signals 
on approximately 1609 and 1611 plus a solid tone on 1610, which 
probably is from the local TIS (Paul Swearingen, Topeka KS, 0025 UT 
Nov 30, NRCAM via DXLD) 


That's how it sounds to me also, not like a pure test tone, more like 
a mixture of tones like Curt is getting on his Spectran in Fla. (Bob 
Young, Millbury, MA, R-390A, SP-600 2 400' LW's Misek Phaser, NRCAM 
via DXLD) 


Jim and all, I was indeed out of my depth. Thankfully a helpful 
associate gently explained the error of my thinking. I now appreciate 
how a fixed 1 kHz tone modulating a carrier produces the appearance of 
steady carriers 1 kHz either side of the nominal carrier. Now that 
I've seen it, next time I'll know what I'm seeing. I am back to what I 
thought last night before I began thinking too much. There is a 1 kHz 
tone modulating a carrier on 1610.03 kHz, origin uncertain, but less 
so than a day ago. My apologies to anyone I confused with my own 
confusion (Curt Deegan, FL, IRCA via DXLD) 


Bob, As I understand it now -- after some expert tutelage -- in your 
scenario you would see just what you describe. Indeed, that was what 
we have been seeing with the 1610 test signal. All of the other 
signals I was describing were simply the result of the interaction of 
the uncommon situation of a steady test tone signal with the receiver 
BFO. Switch everything back to AM and quit trying to be so clever and 


presto, you have a 1 kHz tone on 1610. It would seem under normal 
circumstances because of proximity to the carrier, no one would be 
looking so closely as to see those offset signals. And of course with 
a normal AM signal the modulation is all over the place so what you 
hear and see does not give the impression of offset carriers. What I 
failed to recognize -- amongst other things -- was that last night 
when I could not hear the 1 kHz test tone but could detect the main 
carrier, I did not see any apparent offset carriers. Tonight when the 
audio was strong, those signals were there. When talk of 1609 and 1611 
began, sure enough, there they were right in front of me. Sorry I 
muddied the water with my details, should have stuck to something I 
understood, like, "I heard a tone too." (Curt Deegan, ibid.) 


When first looked at 1610 last night w/Beckman 513-4, BFO on, hets at 
1609 & 1611 but no carrier het 1610 - carrier het distinctly absent. 
DSB Suppressed carrier? AM Equivalent? Someone experimenting? Bozo at 
it again? Funny how soviet agents, er, our new partners in prosperity 
wind up poisoned & carrier that is not a carrier mysteriously appears. 
IIRC, ca. '93, AM 'Top Band' experimental sta in Laurel, MD. Related? 
(PV Zecchino, FL, 0346 UT Nov 30, IRCA via DXLD) 


Don Curtino & IRCA Hunters of the 1610 Chimera - ARRL Handbooks of 
years gone by, when O-scopes were big and procto-scopes weren't 
needed, featured revealing graphic full-body shots of "The Modulation 
Envelope" for SSB & other sigs. 1 Pic = 10 K/Words. Scope shots tella 
tale. Busta 1 kc tone onna carrier, two 1 kc pips appear symmetrically 
about it, at least this what it looks like to my literally jaundiced 
eyes, glass and otherwise. Back inna 50's - mid60's, "The Great 
Debate" re SSB vs AM raged on. Lotta pix & narrative describing 
pros/cons as well as appearance onna scopes, both O & spectrum 
analyzer. Anyone gotta spare Polarad display? Were there any justice, 
every household would be issued one, compleat w/tuning heads. All 
seriousness, once you see off-screen scope photos, you know it 
instinctively. =z= pvz manapolarad key, £1 (Paul Vincent Zecchino, 
ibid.) 


Interesting, came home to find it riding rather high with a slightly 
warbly tone in the splash from local KCKK. Looped E/W from Aurora 
(Wayne NOPOH Heinen, 0122 UT Nov 30 NRCAM via DXLD) 


It is now 8:30 PM here in Oak Ridge TN. "The Tone" has been on almost 
continuously. The modulation went off at 7:51 PM or so for a moment 
and then resumed. Carrier was on during that time. Signal remains 
fairly steady but with fading that at times shows a carrier with the 
sidebands being out of phase; the modulation depth goes way down for a 
bit. If this was a ham radio signal it would be called "big time" or 
"you are really coming in great" kind of thing. This is NOT a 
heterodyne, folks! This is some kind of test with, as I just 


rechecked, a full AM signal. Now - I have never heard an IBOC signal 
but tonight I switched in the 3 kHz mechanical filter on my 5134 and 
sure nuff there was some "stuff" on each side of carrier. Until that 
observation I had made the bold assumption that our beloved military 
was testing a new "thang" but now I am in doubt. Cats don't like it 
and have found other places to nap (Jim Tonne, 0130 UT Nov 30, NRC-AM 
via DXLD) 


1610 has huge signal here tonight. As strong as the any skywave signal 
here on peaks. Direction still points in a line from here to the VA 
coast or DC area. Speculation continues on the location, ownership, 
and purpose, but I believe the continuous tone is one of the new Clear 
Channel "staff cutting" formats. Regards, (Brock Whaley, GA, 0134 UT

I've been reading a few people saying that it is a single carrier with 
+1 kHz and - 1 kHz and that makes sense but I too have observed 
different signal strengths a few times, but I am starting to be swayed 
as I have observed that when I phase the tone out of 1610, 1609 and 
1611 are both much weaker also although still there, not sure, very 
strange, El Bozo Rojo must be behind this fiendish plot to mess with 
our minds though (Bob Young, IRCA via DXLD) 


Cats prefer screechy high pitched tones to IBAC noise, trust me. I 
have heard no IBAC around this or these signals, it is unmistakable, 
wipes out everything for 15 kHz around the carrier, is a terrible 
abomination. Consider yourself lucky, (Bob Young, Millbury, MA, NRC-AM 
via DXLD) 


Well, I think we can put the Frederick, MD theory to rest. In some e- 
mail exchanges with Bill, he said it was suspected the transmitter for 
iBiquity's (the nice people who brought us I-BLOCK) WD2XXM station was 
located at the same site as transmitter for WTOP 820 in the Braddock 
Hts. area off of I-70, just west of Frederick, which is a little over 
35-miles east of here, so I took a drive over. 


Going down 'the mountain' towards H.F. about 0230, a station in 
Portuguese was coming in over the tone, presumably one of the 2 
Canadians. As I got closer to Frederick on U.S. 340, the tone got 
stronger and overtook the other station, but as I got just outside of 
Frederick it faded down. 


On I-70 West just before the Braddock Hts. exit just a few miles west 
of Frederick, there are 2 towers right beside the hwy. Turns out that 
site is for 820 WTOP and 103.9 WGMS ("Washington's Classical 
Station"), both of which were booming in. Not even a mile down the 
road were 4 more towers, and vans outside said 930 (WFMD) and 99.9

Did anyone figure out who this was and where the transmitter was 
located? One of the theories about this station is that it is 
broadcasting from Frederick Maryland. It is steady and strong here in 
Elkridge Maryland. Can other DXers in or near Maryland help with DFing 
this station? (Bill Harms, Elkridge, Maryland, dxldyg via DXLD) 


The instance I recall was several years ago (at least 5) and I don't 
recall any of the specific details. I was hoping it might jog someone

Also hearing tone on 1610 kHz here in Manassas, VA. Actually glad 
others are also hearing the tone as I was concerned something in my

The 1 kHz tone is still here and strong on 1610 at 1545 EST 11/29. It 
is so bad that I could hear it when driving with in 500 feet of my 
local TIS WPEI340. I am not sure if this is a local signal or from 
skip, because the D Layer is a little thin for signals in the upper 
end of the band today. 


Although I can not say for sure, I wonder if this is possibly coming 
from the Frederick, MD transmitter that iBiquity was using to test 
IBOC. I have not heard the station on 1670 in the past few months 
when I tried.

FOLLOWUP: Test tone is still on 1610 as I type this at 0001 EST (0501 
GMT.) Signal doesn't seem to be as steady as Tuesday night/Wednesday 

morning, as it's constantly fading today. I listened from about 2357- 
0003, no IDs were given. Still stumped (Eric Berger, Nov 30, ABDX via 
DXLD) 


I am listening to it right now, I think. Coming in pretty strong. Made 
a 21 sec. recording to my computer of it at 11:20 p.m. Usually on the 
AM band when I change settings for select-a-tenna it makes a 


difference, but none noticed on 1610 kHz. Attached is the 21 sec 
recording in Windows Media Audio 64 kbps format of exactly how it 
sounds here. 


[Later:] Keeping in mind that I don’t have a compass, and I had to use 
a South Facing window as a guide: OK, here is what I did. I placed the 
receiver on a sheet of paper. I drew the following lines accordingly 
with the receiver flat, I drew the lines using the bottom of the 
receiver as a guide. The strongest position at full RF gain seemed to 
be when the receiver was exactly oriented E-W. However, when I took 
total RF gain all the way down, strongest position was not quite at 10 
o*clock, with North being 12 o'clock, but it was probably closer to 9 
o’clock. The weakest signal seemed to be at 1 o'clock with reception 
being very faint with RF gain all the way down. 


These are not perfect right angles, though. Sorry, but it was the best 
I could come up with at 1:50 AM CST. Unfortunately, here is the rub, 
you will also have to take into account where the antenna coil is ina 
DX-398 which I don’t have a clue. I hope this is of some help. Also, 
could anyone please tell me if the recording I sent was this tone? Are 
am I just DF'ing Atmospheric Noise? Anyway the tone has been going all 
night, but still I would like to know for sure if that is what you 
guys are hearing?

Thanks to all the DX'ers tuning in, the tone on 1610 just beat Radio 
Disney in the Arbitron overnights (Brock Whaley, GA, 0245 UT Nov 30, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Loud & clear on the car radio in Nashville over dinner hour at 7:00 
CST, and again on the way home at 11:30. Fadey, definitely skywave. 
It almost sounds to me as if there might be more than one station, 
carrying the same tone and on the same carrier frequency. I should 
note that if this is indeed some kind of temporary station, military 
or otherwise, it's probably running a poorly-grounded compromise 
antenna. The skywave-to-groundwave ratio may be considerably higher 
than at most AM stations. 


Remember how well the DFW Airport TISs did with all of 80 watts? If 
this thing is running similar antennas then I think it could be only 1 
kW or so transmitter power. I received a private message from a DXer 
in Washington, DC who feels this station is local to the Washington 
area. (but no, he doesn't have any inside information to prove it) fi

Relatives in Pittsburgh, PA also hearing mystery tone on 1610 using 
simple kitchen table type radio. I'm hearing tone on 1610 each time I 
check in Manassas, VA. At 0930 UT, 01 UT, in car, etc. 73, (Kraig, 


KG4LAC, Krist, 1200 UT Nov 30, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


The signal was noted still there just around sunrise this morning on 
the car radio on the way in to work. Weaker than heard at sunset last 
evening (Russ Edmunds, Blue Bell, PA ( 360' ASL ) [15 mi NNW of 
Philadelphia], 1217 UT Nov 30, NRCAM via DXLD) 


The 1610 tone-tester has been noted at good strength here in 
Billerica, MA (15 miles northwest of Boston) at night on skip. Not 
much there in the daytime, just weak TIS's and WUNR-1600 slop. 


Last night I took out the Kaito KA1103 portable to take some direction 
cuts on this. With the radio placed for maximum southwest-northeast 
pick-up, the 1610 tone-tester was quite strong and dominant. If I 
aimed for southeast-northwest pick-up, the tone-tester was weaker (but 
still audible) in an even mix with the Montreal area ethnic station 
(CJWI) and something else way under (which could have been either 
Anguilla or the Toronto-area station). 


Bearing to the tone-tester was about the same as that to WHKT-1650 
(VA) and WPTX-1690 (MD), so something in an area including the 
Delmarva peninsula, the metro Baltimore-Washington area, Richmond, and 
Newport News-Norfolk-Portsmouth-Hampton seems entirely likely. Of 
course, from where I am, everything from NYC down I-95 to the 
Carolinas is roughly southwest. 


This thing has got to be trashing TIS's over a wide area of the 
eastern US (and probably making some of them inaudible as close as the 
"Tune to 1610" highway signs intended for them). 


Someone mentioned a similar tester on 590 but all I can get here is 
local WEZE and the typical CKRS/VOCM/Cuba mix in the null (Mark 
Connelly, WA1ION - Billerica, MA, 1237 UT Nov 30, NRC-AM via DXLD) 


Loud here. I understand Pat Martin (in coastal Oregon) and someone in 
Scandinavia have heard it. Circumstantial evidence suggests it's local 
to the Washington, DC area. My speculation is that the military is 
testing another portable transmitter, like the "K-Truck" they worked 
on a few years back. If it's using a short & poorly-grounded antenna 
(like the last one, or the famed DFW Airport TISs) it could make this 
kind of skywave signal with as little as 1,000 watts (Doug Smith W9WI 
Pleasant View (Nashville), TN EM66 1250 UT Nov 30, WTFDA via DXLD) 


Count me in. I too have heard this 1 kHz tone on 1610 last night. I 
thought it could be a 1 kHz het from a station across the pond or some 
pirate transmitter is "off-frequency" on 1611 kHz. Well, who knows? I 
would not be surprised if it were to be another "K-Truck" test. But, I 
yes, the "1 kHz Mystery" really travels well. It kinda reminds me of 


the late CBJ/1580 in Chicoutimi, QC. After sign-off at 1:00 AM, they 
would leave an idle tone (400 kHz) all night. That tone really 
travelled well. I heard that station throughout the northeast! (Got a 
nice QSL from them, too!) (Pete (K1XRB) Q. George, Nov 30, WTFDA via 
DXLD) 


Hi all, I can hear the tone also both daylight and nighttime here in 
Clewiston, Florida (Chuck Bolland, 1326 UT Nov 30, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


Audible here at 1335, but suddenly took a big drop in signal strength 
at 1337 UT Nov 30 (Steve Lare, Holland, MI USA, dxldyg via DXLD) 


The 1610 tone station is on the air again today with a fairly good 
signal here in SE PA. Must be somebody testing. I took my field 
strength meter from work and did a quick measurement, and it appears 
to be coming from a south to southwestern direction. According to the 
FCC database there are only two stations currently operating on 1610 
in North America either licensed, CHHA, Toronto, 1KW NDA and CFOS, 
Collingwood, ON, 1 KW NDA. One is also planned: a new station in 
Montreal, also 1 KW NDA, whose calls have yet to be assigned. 


One thing I don't get is that they list CFOS in Colingwood, ON as 
being on 1610, but they are actually on 570. (I know because they 
sometimes forget to change pattern and reduce power at night, screwing 
with WFIL's signal.) Do they simulcast? Are they moving dial 
positions? The FCC database is unclear on this. My best guess at this 
point, without additional information, is that it is a TIS station 
that is testing. The FCC database show that there is a station south 
of here that is "pending" -- WBQV479 in Tarboro, NC. It may, of 
course, be something much closer that has been relocated, or is 
returning to the air. This is a bit of a puzzler, for sure (Rene’ F. 
Tetro, Chief Engineer, Salem Communications - Philadelphia WNTP-AM / 
WFIL-AM, 1545 UT 30 Nov, IRCA via DXLD) 


I'm here in Savannah near the GA coast. I've heard the tone the last 
two nights (S9). A rough null with my DX398 places the source on an 
approximate azimuth somewhere near the U.S. Eastern seaboard 
(S.W.A.G.). The source of the signal was strongest on my 35 degree Ewe 
compared with my 110 degree firing Ewe. Tonight, WX permitting, away 
from the influence of my antennas and house wiring, I plan on setting 
up a 3' loop outside for more precise azimuth (Gil NN4CW Stacy, Drake 
R8, 160' longwire; 135' doublet, 35 degree Ewe 20x50x20; 110 degree 
Ewe 18x40x18, Quantum phaser, HCDX via DXLD) 


Heard here on my drive home from work Nov 30 UT 0000 near Edmonton, 
Alberta. 73 (Mick Delmage, HCDX via DXLD) 


Whoever's generating this is probably looking at all these reports and 
saying, "This is cool; I'm being heard all over the country!" For the 
record, I had it again on the car radio this morning underneath a 
local TIS (John Figliozzi, Halfmoon, NY, Nov 30, dxldyg via DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


I've decided that I shouldn't try for a career in direction finding. 
Using my Sony portable and a compass I determined that 1610 was at a 
bearing of 42 degrees, about on a line from Waco through Indianapolis. 
Not quite in agreement with others. More fixes, same result. So, I 
tried DFing WLAC & WSM, which are about on a line from Waco to DC. 
They were about 10 degrees more southerly. Unless more DXers come up 
with bearings that don't agree with the consensus, count mine out 
(Jerry Lenamon, Waco, Texas Nov 30, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Paul Swearingen and Bob Young, among numerous others, have mentioned 
and speculated about the fuzzy, "fluttery", mixture-of-two-or-more- 
tones quality on this thing. I noticed that last night. And like 
others, I can attest that it's a full double-sideband signal running 1 
kHz audio tone, as it sounds the same in upper- and lower-sideband 
using either ECSS or the sync detector on the Sony 7600GR (Randy 
Stewart, Springfield MO, Nov 30, IRCA via DXLD) 


This station running the tone has to be in the 10 KW range. It is too 
strong for 1 KW. At times it is S9 here. Unless it is some secret 
government testing of some kind, my only other guess it some new X 
Bander testing to come on (Patrick Martin, 1818 UT Nov 30, NRC-AM via 
DXLD) 


Update on the 1610 TT from SW PA / northern WV: driving to work this 
morning, 0830-0915 EST, station was quite strong, pretty steady, mixed 
with Spanish from I assume the Toronto station. At lunchtime, the tone 
was quite audible, with fast flutter-fading. Some have mentioned 
Frederick, MD as a source, but that's fairly close to me, & the signal 


does not behave that way -- it behaves more like the more-distant 
Norfolk/1650 and Lexington Park/1690 do. We have a lot of DF data (in 
recent emails) --- has anyone plottted it all on a map to create an 


oval of probability? As a sometime map publisher, I'd love to do that, 
but don't have time/facilities right now. If someone does, let us all

The tone signal on 1610 is in here at S9+20db 24/7 since it first 
appeared. I figure it isn't far from me. I am sure the people in the 
Cherokee National forest isn't to happy with this tone station, as it 
is covering their TIS station that tells of the birds and bears found 
in the forest. Since it is on 1610 and their isn't any other strong 


transmitters on this frequency it sounds louder than it is (Willis, 
Old Fort, TN In the smoky mountains, Monk, Nov 30, IRCA via DXLD) 


The 1610 mystery station is not in Frederick, MD and is not at Fort 
Meade, MD. DXer Alex Vranes of Harpers Ferry WV drove through the 
Frederick, MD late last night 11/29 and the signal was not strong 
enough to be of local origin. I drove through the Fort Meade area 
today 11/30 about 1400 and could hear some traces of the 1 khz tone 
mixing with the local TISes but it was not strong even to say it was a 
local station. By 1500 the station was much stronger (Bill Harms, 
Elkridge, MD, Nov 30, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


I do seem to get a stronger signal when the loop faces East/West. When 
I turn the loop North/South I can also hear Toronto, Canada (positive 
ID). Hmm... Fort AP Hill isn't too far from here. However, I believe 
I'd get a stronger signal if from Fort AP Hill. 73, (Kraig, KG4LAC 
Krist, Manassas VA, 0205 UT Dec 1, ibid.) 


This is the third night I've heard the tone. I've plotted the Great

Ewes confirm signal strongest to the northern, not southern azimuth.

Great Circle plot from Savannah to Boston, the line cuts across the 
Delmarva peninsula which is about halfway between Savannah and Boston.

I am modifying my "BCmap" program to allow folks to show, on this 
thread, their latitude and longitude and the direction they think the 
1610 signal is coming from.

Gents: At 7:38 this evening I put together the latest data given out 
from listeners who were listening to 1610. I threw out only two 
measurements because they seemed to be at odds with the rest. Current 
map is at http://tonnesoftware.com/1610.gif As we get better data I 
can by pushing one button adjust the size of the map. All the data 
will follow. We need inputs from Ohio, western Pennsylvania, western 
New York, West Virginia and North Carolina. As we zoom in on things 
I'll present a closer view.

104 degrees from Barrington IL, i.e. right at Baltimore from here. 
Jim, I hope your map is taking into account great circle path. I still 
think this thing is near the Baltimore, DC area and also think that if 
it's on this weekend, maybe a couple of area DXers could drive around 
and take some DF with a portable and maybe pin it down.

Willis, I am 15 miles north of Greenville, S.C. and it is nowhere near 
me Faintly audible daytime with QSB, but not groundwave to me (Chris 
Johnson, K4CME, Taylors, S.C., Nov 30, IRCA via DXLD) 


Willis’ assumptions of proximity may be thinking it is groundwave when 
it is really skywave even at noon (Glenn Hauser, DXLD) 


I just checked with my field strength meter and compass again. There 
is some Spanish speech in the background, which may be messing with my 


data a bit. But here in SE PA the 1610 mystery station currently 
appears to be at 195 degrees True North with a field strength of about 
0.125 mV/m (Rene’ F. Tetro, Lansdale, PA, USA W2FIL, WPXG816, WPXU288, 
Q221 UT Dec 1, IRCA, via DXLD) 


DX LISTENING DIGEST 5-196, November 15, 2005 mentions a tone on 1610 
kHz. Interesting. What was the outcome of the November 2005 tone? 
(Kraig Krist, dxldyg via DXLD) 


If it is ever discovered where this 1610 mystery station is located, 
I will predict that it will be found at one of these locations.... 


If it's government/ military it will be from one of these areas-- 
CAMP LEJEUNE, NC (marine) 

NORFOLK, VA (navy) 

GREENVILLE, NC (VOA/government) 


If it is not military/ government it will be on or near a line drawn 
from Atlanta, GA to Norfolk, VA. And my guess it will be in the 
Greenville, SC to Charlotte, NC market area. 


This is because here I can hear the signal 24 hours a day at always 

$9+20db over, it doesn't change to much. Even at 1200 local time the 
signal is always S$9+20. So it can't be to far away from me (Willis, 

Old Fort, TN, Monk, ibid.) 


Glenn, There was an experimental application for 1630 by BAE Systems 
somewhere in Maryland or Virginia, but it was denied or dismissed last 
year. I did a quick search of the OET experimental authorization 
system, and I do not find any that match these reports. 


But some military activity may be occurring, and IRAC doesn't disclose 
such things. In fact you can't even get Federal TIS data unless you 
have a "need to know," and even then you have to know whom to ask, 
which also isn't publicly disclosed! There is a fair amount of PSYOP 
research and development happening these days. 


I did, later today, run across a reference to tests by the military at 
Ft. Meade, MD, under an experimental license held by LBA. Although 
these were done several years ago, it may be possible that some 
similar tests are now being conducted. They had authorizations on 
various frequencies for 400 watt operation, including 1610 (Ben 
Dawson, WA, Nov 30, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. The tone testing on 1610 kHz, which has now been widely 
reported all over North America, was putting in a good signal here 
when first checked around 0405 UT Nov 29. On the DX-398 in the yard, 
the null pointed to a bearing of just N of due E, about 85 degrees. A 


sharp null was obtained, but this assumes the internal ferrite antenna 
is not askew (or 265 degrees). But countless other reports of this 
(which I am compiling for the next DXLD) put it in the area of 
Washington DC to Portsmouth VA. Rechecked at 0650 on the FRG-7 with E- 
W longwire, I found the pitch to be unstable, beating against 
something. Others surmised there may have been more than one carrier, 
or more than one tone pitch at times. Even more so 24+ hours later at 
0718 Nov 30. But I haven't seen any definite ID or location yet. 


FWIW, not much, I searched the FCC database for experimental licenses 
on 1610 and found only two: 


WC2XKX, Greenville NC, expiring 12-1-06, 400 watts, from LBA 
Technology, Inc. But this has to be much more than 400 watts; however, 
it would make sense if they were wanting to do some final testing 
before license expiry. 


WD2XFY, Durham NC, Highway Information Systems, Inc., expiring 
12/1/08, power only 10 watts, so disregard that even more (Glenn 
Hauser, Enid OK, Nov 30, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Spanish SSB 2-way in the middle of the exclusive 19m 
SWBC band, 15313-USB, at 1548 29 Nov. May have been just slightly 
above 15313. Again/still when rechecked at 2056 but now up against 
strong carrier from Bonaire 15315, about to modulate (Glenn Hauser, 
Enid OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Geomagnetic field activity was at quiet levels at all latitudes 
through 22/1800 UTC, then increased to quiet to unsettled levels.

This activity was 
associated with a recurrent coronal hole high-speed stream. ACE RTSW 
data indicated the high-speed stream (HSS) commenced early on 23 
November and continued through the remainder of the period. Peak wind 
speed associated with the HSS was 677 km/sec around midday on 26 
November. Maximum IMF variations associated with the HSS included 
increased total field intensity with a peak of 18 nT early on 23 
November and periods of southward Bz to - 12 nT early on 23 November. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 29 NOVEMBER - 25 DECEMBER 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels. No greater than 
10 MeV proton events are expected. The greater than 2 MeV electron 
flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to be at high levels during 
29 f 30 November, 08 fA 12 December, and 22 - 25 December. 


The geomagnetic field is expected to be mostly quiet to unsettled for 
the majority of the forecast period. However, a recurrent coronal hole 
HSS is expected to affect the field during 07 - 08 December with 
active to major storm periods expected. Another recurrent HSS is 
expected to affect the field during 20 - 22 December with active to 
minor storm conditions expected.

These frequencies had audio at some level just after 1600: 6230, 6200, 
6180, 6170, 6165, 6160 (Canada), 6155, 5120, 6110, 6090, 6085 (WYFR), 

6075, 6065, 6050, 6035, 6015 (decent), 5995, 5990, 5980, 5970 (good), 

5955, 5930. Carriers or threshold audio on almost all other channels!! 
The band seemed to drop off a bit by 1630. The band picked back up and 
a few more signals with audio showed up after 1700. By 1817 check, at 

least 2 dozen signals with audio were noted. And by 1920, respectable 

audio was noted on nearly every channel on the band!! 


At 1844, these signals started appearing using the 85 BOG; 5026, 
4976, 4845, and 4780. At 1913, was getting signals on these freqs: 
5030, 5026, 5005, 4976, 4950, 4940, 4845, 4780, and 4770. Oddly, the 
strongest signals were 5026 and 4780 followed by 4976 and 4940.

EGYPT, 6230, R. Cairo, Already a signal with audio (music) at 1556 24 
Nov, M announcer, then Arabic music to 5_1 (higher) time ticks at ToH, 


M very briefly with presumed ID, music bridge, then talk. 


CLANDESTINE, 6245, R. Zamaneh, 1701 25 Nov, Arabic [sic] pop-like 
music, so I suppose this signs on at 1700. Not heard before. 


UNIDENTIFIED, 6235, Also on just after 1700 24 Nov. Who would that 


be?? R. Rossii?? (Dave Valko, PA, HCDX via DXLD) 


Hi Dave, That would be DMR Radio Pridnestrovye, Moldova, now with a 
megawatt M-F at 1700 in English. I was hoping someone in eastern NAm 
would be able to pull this thru, but looks like you got a lot more 
weaker ones on 49m around 1700! 73, (Glenn Hauser, ibid.)
